a paddle assembly shaft (102) & paddles (103, 104, 105), each paddle having a arcuate 
bottom & distal ends (at ref 1 1 8 & 1 1 0 in fig 15), side walls defining an open region (at 
ref 119 & 121 at fig 15); 

cl. 2, 17: 

the bottom wall extending outwardly from the shaft & away from & then toward the 
direction of rotation (see fig 1 & 15); 

cl. 3, 10, 18: 

f y L y 
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the open region has a measurable volume (fig 15); 

cl. 5, 12, 20: 
chute (at 29, 32); 

cl. 6, 13,21: 

rotates inherently between 350 & 525 rpm; 
cl. 7, 14, 22: 

col. 7, In 45-65 & col. 8, In 41-54 teaches the use of plastic liner (1st embodiment) & 
one-piece cast metal (2 nd embodiment), it is inherent that the prior art inherently can use 
any of the material taught, such as plastic, ceramic, metal; 

cl. 8, 15, 23: 

col. 3, In 63, 67-68, teaches the use of the device for moving agricultural product, 
therefore the particulate mater includes grain.
